Glen  Rowe  of  Spanish  Fork,  was 
announced  winner  of  the  annual  Jex 
Oratorical  contest,  held  Friday  morn- 
ing during  the  devotional  period.  His 
subject  was,  “The  Meaning  of  the 
West.”  De  Alton  Partridge,  who  was 
the  other  contestant,  spoke  on  “Pat- 
riotism and  Prohibition.” 

The  contest  was  given  under  the 
direction  of  the  committee  on  awards 
with  Sherman  Christensen  in  charge. 
The  chorus  sang  “The  Lost  Chord,’ 
and  invocation  was  offered  by  At- 
torney A.  W.  Watkins,  former  stu- 
dent of  the  University. 

Mr.  Rowe  spoke  of  the  great  west 
and  what  it  means  today  in  the  world. 

told  of  its  development  and  its 
possibilities.  He  referred  to  it 'as  the 
region  of  true  American  ideals,  a 
glorified  geology,  and  an  opportunity 
for  the  enterprizing.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  paths  of  the  pioneers  had 
widened  into  busy  thorough-fares  of 
today.  “Valor  and  achievement  are 
inherent  in  western  character,”  Mr. 
Rowe  declared  in  concluding  his  talk. 

Mr.  Partridge  spoke  of  our  present 
and  past  problems  connected  with 
prohibition  and  of  our  duty  to  laws 
passed  by  our  country.  “Laws  are 
passed,”  he  asserted,  “for  two  rea- 
sons, namely  to  punish  a few  unruly 
citizens  and  to  build  up  a criterian 
that  will  make  the  breaking  of'law  dis- 
gusting to  all.  He  asked  that  we 
think  not  only  of  present  needs  but  of 
the  need  of  those  coming  ..after  us. 
“It  is  our  duty  to  create,  a sentiment 
in  our  Nation  that  will  make  drunk- 
enness a disgrace,”  he  said.  In  con- 
clusion he  appealed  for  a kinetic  not 
potential  enthusiasm  and  a definite, 
patriotic  support  of  the  laws  passed. 

Heber  C.  Jex,  donor  of  the  medal, 
previous  to  the  presentation,  gave  a 
short  speech  in  which  he  expressed 
his  pleasure  in  his  “annual  pilgrim- 
age.” He  spoke  of  his  deep  apprecia- 
tion for  Brigham  Young  University, 
and  the  great  truths  it  teaches. 

The  judges  of  the  contest  were: 
LeRoy  Dixon,  A.  H.  Christensen  and 
A.  W.  Watkins.

Bowry  of  Flowers  In 
Two  Years— Morris 


It  is  plain  to  see  why  the  reserve 
section  of  the  library  has  been  chang- 
ed from  the  small  room  to  the  main 
library  desk. 

More  than  a hundred  books  are  out 
on  the  hour  list  at  a time.  This  fact 
alone,  was  sufficient  to  justify  the 
change,  because  it  was  inconvenient 
for  so  many  students  to  obtain  their 
desired  books,  according  to  Miss 
Ollerton,  librarian. 

Furthermore,  with  the  reserve 
section  at  the  main  desk,  the  regular 
librarians  assist  during  busy  inter- 
vals. 

The  former  reserve  room  is  now 
being  used  for  the  reference  material 
of  Professor  Elmer  Miller’s  class  in 
personnel  management. 

The  unbound  volumes  of  the  Indus- 
trial Magazine,  have  also  been  placed 
there. 

At  the  present  time,  the  magazine 
department  of  the  library  is  furnish- 
ed with  one  hundred  forty-five  pop  i- 
lar  publications,  of  which,  “The 
Reader’s  Digest,”  and  “The  House 
Beautiful,”  are  newly  subscribed  to. 
The  latter  is  a contribution  of  Pres- 
dent  F.  S.  Harris.  The  former,  is  a 
compillation  of  a number  of  other 
leading  magazines.  i 


“Within  two  years  University  Hill 
with/ its  buildings  should  be  a bowry 
of  green  and  flowers,”  states  Profes- 
sor Laval  S.  Morris,  who  is  directing 
the  improvement  of  these  grounds. 

Plans  include  the  planting  of  thirty- 
two  different  species  of  shrubs  and 
vines  for  the  adornment  of  the  hill 
and  approximately  th^ee  thousand 
shrubs  will  be  arranged  over  thq 
grounds. 

Professor  Morris  says  “Attention 
should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
canal  bank  is  one  of  the  very  fine 
parts  of  the  campus.  Also,  should  be 
noted,  the  great  intrnsic  value  of  the 
native  plants  found  on  the  banks  of 
the  stream  and  scattered  over  the 
hill.  Three  weeks  ago,  a number  of 
pussy  willows  blossomed,  on  the 
banks  . of  the  stream.  Someone, 
probably  children,  not  sensing  the 
value  of  these  willows;  picked  and 
broke  down  a number  of  them.  Every 
student  on  the  campus  should  take  it 
upon  himself  to  guard  these  natural 
assets  already  on  the  grounds”. 

Somewhat  featured  on  the  grounds 
is  to  be  the  shrub  called  Spirea  Van 
Houtii.  The  shrub  has  a beautiful 
white  blossom  and  when  fully  grown 
will  make  great  baftks  of  white  of 
the  various  clumps  of  this  shrub  that 
are  to  be  arranged  over  the  campus. 
Lilacs  and  shrubs  with  flora  of  con- 
trasting colors,  will  be  arranged 
about  these  shrubs.  Their  blossom 
time  is  late  May. 

The  point  of  the  hill,  though  a 
very  difficult  place  to  landscape,  is 
expected  to  be  one  of  the  most  at- 
tractive parts  of,  the  campus.  The 
whole  point  is  to  be  covered  with  a 
small,  low  growing,  refined  shrub, 
the  Japanese  Borberry,  a deep  green 
shrub  in  the  summer  w'hich  changes 
to  a flaming  red  in  fall  time.  Bright 
red  berries  cling  to  the  bushes 
throughout  the  winter.  The  shrubery 
in  a mat  is  to  cover  the  point  as  blue 
grass  covers  a pasture,  according  to 
those  planning  the  work. 

About  two  hundred  twenty-five  new 
automatic  sprinklers  are  now  in  pro- 
cess of  installation  which  will  insure

Within  another  month,  the  political  pot 
will  be  boiling  full  blast.  Banners  will  be 
flung  giving  a long  list  of  activities  in  which 
the  favorite  candidates  have  participated. 
These  students  will  be  flaunted  to  the  skies 
because  they  have  engaged  in  practically 
every  activity  on  the  campus.  What  does  it 
all  mean? 

We  cannot  have  our  pie  and  eat  it,  and 
it.  simply  means  that  the  time  represented  in 
that  list  of  activities  is  just  that  much  time 
taken  from  “honest  to  goodness”  study.  It 
means  that  while  the  student  came  here  pri- 
marily to  secure  information  and  training  in 
a certain/  line,  he  has  become  side-tracked  into 
a most  alluring  field — student  activities. 

The  large  majority  of  these  active  stu- 
dents have  come  through  their  classes  it  is 
true,  but  how?  These  students,  if  they  may 


be  called  such  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word, 
cannot  truthfully  say  that  they  have  passed 
a subject  as  a real  scholar.  They  have  not 
put  in  enough  time  in  diligent  study  to 
thoroughly  master  the  material  at  hand  and 
make  it  a part  of  themselves. 

In  speaking  of  this  type  of  student,  the 
Cornell  Sun  says,  “as  sure  as  fate,  he  will 
either  fade  into  oblivion  afterward  or  become 
a bond  salesman.  H£  has  bloomed  early  and 
wilted  in  the  hot-house  of  student  activity.” 
This  indeed  does  describe  the  life  of  many  of 
our  most  prominent  students  of  past  years. 
Why?  It  is  simply  because,  in  going  through 
school  these  so-called  leaders  did  not  get 
right  down  to  the  “brass  tacks”  of  their  sub- 
jects. They  merely  had  a “smattering”  and 
for  a foundation  on  which  to  build,  a smatter- 
ing is  little  better  than  the  shifting  sand 
structure  of  the  Master’s  parable. 

The  Toledo  editor  says  it  is  a “fifty-fifty 
proposition.”  The  student  who  specializes 
scholastically  sacrifices  many  advantages  that 
might  be  gained  from  practice  in  contrast  to 
the  theoretical  book  education;  and  the  ac- 
tivities man  or  woman  sacrifices  some  use- 
ful theory  for  practise.” 

Right  he  is,  but  just  how  great  are  the 
“advantages”  that  might  be  gained  from  prac- 
tise ? 

True  the  student  comes  to  college  for 
social  as  well  as  scholastic  reasons,  and  we 
say  get  into  perhaps  one  or  two  activities.  Of 
the  students  who  spend  many  an  hour  in  some 
important  rehearsal  or  doing  some  great  deed 
for  the  student  body  when  they  should  be  in 
the  library,  we  ask,  has  their  time  been  well 
spent  ?

President  Brimhall,  in  introducing 
the  speaker  said,  “His  books  are  a 
grainery  of  the  stored  kernels  of  a 
life  time.  His  church  chronology  is 
monument  to  his  careful,  e<aot 
work.  We  need  not  look  to  Andrew 
Jenson  for  bouquets.  His  is  the 
careful  resdfth  that  brings  us  a 
reservoir  of  first  hand  chronological 
information.” 

Mr.  Jenson  has  just  returned  from 
long)  tour  which  has  taken  him  not 
nly  to  places  historic  to  the  Latter- 
Day  Saint  church,  but  to  Palestine 
and  various  parts  of  Europe. 

“We  do  not  have  to  go  to  Palestine 
to  find  sacred  historical  places,”  said 
the  speaker,  “Though  this  was  the 
home  of  Christ  who  was  the  greatest 
of  all  benefactors  to  mankind,  the 
birthplace  of  Joseph  Smith  in  Sharon 
Windsor  County,  Vermont,  is  also  a 
sacred  and  historic  spot.  Not  far 
from  Sharon,  in  the  same  state,  is  the 
birthplace  of  Brigham  Young,”  stat- 
ed the  speaker,  “Some  day  the  state 
will  rightfully  be  proud  to  have  pro- 
duced these  two  great  men.” 

The  speaker  then  traced  westward 
the  movement  of  the  church,  and 
gave  interesting  sidelights  upon  the 
various  points  where  the  Saints  had 
resided  during  their  travels. 

The  ability  and  success  of  the 
Mormon  people  as  pioneers  and  col- 
onizers was  well  portrayed  by  Elder 
Jenson,  “The  first  Anglo  Saxon  set- 
tlers in  Nebraska,  Wyoming  and 
Idaho,  were  Mormons.  Also  the  first 
school  teachers  in  the  present  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  was  the  father  of 
Uncle  Jesse  Knight.” 

The  historian  closed  his  lecture  by 
comment  of  “the  blessedness  of  Zion 
in  which  we  live,”  and  laid  empha- 
sis upon  “the  opportunities,  offered 
the  present  generation  in  this  land.”
